America today is the 
fatal accident Involving a drinking 
driver, drunk perhaps, or ot least 
with his Judgment so badly im- 
paired that he makes a driving 
error that kills him or someone else 
— too often someone else. 

Yet the national average ' for 
drunken-driver arrests per police 
officer per year is only two. 

This is not tho police officer's 
fouU. it is the fault o( both state and 
national legislators who have not 
given policemen clear-cut 
authority and ellectlvo manpower 
and equipment lo stop drunken 
drivers. And it is the fault of those 
judges who, out of misguided 
compassion for the "car-less" 
driver, do not remove his driving 
privileges for a period of time long 
enough to be an effective deterrent 
against repetition. Such action 
would also be a clear warning to 
others tliat when they take a 
chance on someone's life by driving 
while intoxicated they also take a 
chance on losing for a long tiroc the 
privilege of driving. 

Of the nation's 34,000 state police, ■ 
only 0,000 Irre on the road at any 
given time, which figures out to one 
man for every 125 miles of hlgh- 
. wi\y. That's one problerh. 
"' Another is 'a Igck ot effective 
detection methods. Chronic 
drinking-driving offenders who 
have managed to escape suspen- 
sion of their driving privileges take 
to tho road with anonymity. The 
problem' driver 'may be known by 
officers in his own comnjunify, but 
dowti tho road a piece he is as in-

nocent as the nondrinking driver. 



And even if a driver is stopp«d,apd. . 
seems to be drunk, present 
methods of determining with legal 
certainty that ho is too intoxicated 
to drive are inadequate. One 
method that could prove helpful 
would be for problem drinkers to be 
given coded license plates known' 
only to police officers. Another Is a 
pre-arrest breath test. 

The most effective measure, 
however — one which would not 
take legislative or administrative 
action — would be for citizens ot 
every community in the United 
States to besiege their city halls 
and their elected representatives 
with demands that,' in their com- 
munity, the drunken driver is to be 
treated with no mercy as the 
potential killer that he is, 

^ince 1012, when traffic records 
began to be kept, three times as 
many people have been killed as in 
all the wars the United States has 
fought in — more than 1.75 million 
persons. Of these, a sizable per- 
centage died because soine drunk 
careened down the' wrong side of a 
i^oad, or through a stop sign, or into 
a tree. , 

One individual tragedy is enough 
to illuminate the picture: In a 
Midwest city recently four young 
men were returning from a late- 
hours bachelor party. The 
prbs[X!ctive groom was in the car 
as it left the road and slammed at 
high speed into a ti;ce, Ho; lived. 
Two of his friends didn't.
